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Dems Reach Deal on Health Tax 



Friday could bring 
final agreement on 
insurance legislation 

Washington 

In a major breakthrough, union 
leaders bowed Thursday to White 
House demands for a new tax on 
high-cost health plans as part of 
landmark health care legislation 
taking final shape in intensive 
negotiations. 

The tentative agreement on 
the tax, which included signifi- 
cant concessions by the adminis- 
tration, was disclosed as leading 
lawmakers set an informal time- 
table of Friday for an agreement 
on the health care bill. 

Democrats expressed the hope 
that the agreement would quickly 
open the way for progress on other 
key issues where House and Sen- 


ate-passed bills differ. 

The fast-paced events came as 
senior lawmakers went to the White 
House for the second straight day 
of bargaining over terms of a final 
compromise, and Obama gave a 


rousing speech to rank and file 
House Democrats in a late-after- 
noon appearance at the Capitol. 

Referring to polls that show lag- 
ging support for the legislation, he 
told Democrats, “I know how big 


a lift this has been.” 

In remarks that look ahead to 
the fall campaign, he added, “If 
Republicans want to campaign 
against what we’ve done ... that is 
a fight I want to have.” 

The day’s events underscored 
the urgency with which the White 
House and top Democrats were 
working, and the tentative agree- 
ment on a new tax on high-cost 
plans was the most prominent fruit 
of the effort. 

“This was a very critical issue 
that had to be resolved, and I 
think it has been,” said Rep. Rob 
Andrews, D-N.J. 

In a significant victory for 
unions, the 40 percent excise tax 
would not apply to policies cover- 
ing workers in collective bargain- 
ing agreements, state and local 
workers, and members of volun- 
tary employee benefit associations 
through Dec. 31, 2017. (ap)

Passengers struggle 
to cope with trauma 
from near-fatal flight 

New York 

Months after the crash, Doreen 
Welsh had a panic attack when 
she inhaled a little water in the 
shower. Anastasia Sosa no longer 
finds swimming fun — it feels too 
much like survival training. And 
Jorge Morgado can’t bring himself 
to get back on a plane. 

A year after the 155 people 
aboard the crippled US Airways 
Flight 1549 survived a splash-land- 
ing on the frigid Hudson River, 


some are suffering the psycho- 
logical aftereffects of their ter- 
rifying descent and harrowing 
evacuation. 

While many have spoken of 
a newfound appreciation for life 
and a focus on family, some also 
are struggling to regain their bal- 
ance emotionally. 

“It was a real breaking point for 
me,” said Sosa, who believed her 
husband and two young children 
would die with her. 

In what became known as the 
Miracle on the Hudson, Capt. Ches- 
ley “Sully” Sullenberger ditched his 
Airbus A320 in the river on Jan. 
15, 2009, after a collision with a 
flock of birds. 


On Friday, the anniversary, Sul- 
lenberger and some of the survi- 
vors will take a boat out to the place 
where they were pulled soaked and 


freezing from the water, and at the 
moment of impact they will raise 
their glasses in a toast. 

Many survivors, including Mark 


Hood, speak mostly about the posi- 
tive outlook they gained from their 
brush with death. 

“There is really, really noth- 
ing in life to fear,” he said. “I feel 
like every day is a bonus no matter 
how difficult the problems that are 
thrown at you or at me.” 

Many of the survivors of Flight 
1549 have gone back to their jobs. 
Some participate in an e-mail group, 
sharing their progress. Two survi- 
vors, Laura Zych and Ben Bostic, 
have even fallen in love. 

The group surprised some 
observers with what they have 
chosen not to do: No one on board 
the plane has sued the airline.

President Obama and the fami- 
ly of Edward M. Kennedy pushed 
Thursday to keep a Democrat in 
the late senator’s seat and pro- 
tect a 60th vote needed to pass 
the health care bill that would be 
Kennedy’s legacy.

The burst of activity came a 
week after Vicki Kennedy staged 
what many had expected to be her 
only public involvement in the cam- 
paign, a glitzy endorsement event 
on behalf of Coakley. 

Since then. Brown has waged an 
aggressive campaign for the seat, 
and national partisans of all stripes 
poured into the state after he was 
widely seen as beating Coakley 
in their final debate on Monday.

Attackers sentenced 
to death by hanging 
for August bombings 

Baghdad 

An Iraqi court Thursday sentenced 
11 people to death by hanging 
after convicting them of carrying 
out the Aug. 19 bombings of two 
government ministries that killed 
more than 100 people in the heart 
of Baghdad. 

The attacks — the deadliest to 
that point in more than a year and 
a half — raised questions about 
the ability of Iraqi forces to protect 
the country. They came less than 
two months after the U.S. handed 
over control of the country’s cities 
to local security forces. 

The bombings and two more 
massive attacks since have shaken 
Iraqis’ confidence in Prime Minis- 
ter Nouri al-Maliki, who has staked 
his political reputation on keep- 
ing Iraq safe as he seeks to secure 
a second term.

A roadside bomb exploded Thurs- 
day near a convoy of Israeli diplo- 
mats traveling through Jordan on 
their way home for the weekend, 
but no one was hurt, officials in 
both countries said. 

Ambassador Daniel Nevo was 
not in the convoy, Israeli officials 
in Jerusalem said. There was no 
immediate claim of responsi- 
bility. 

It was the first time a roadside 
bomb was used in an attack in Jor- 
dan, where suicide bombings and 
shootings have targeted foreign- 
ers in recent years. The method is 
widespread in neighboring Iraq. 

The sundown attack also 


exposed a security breach for Israeli 
diplomats, who are usually escort- 
ed by security personnel from both 
countries and use different routes 
and departure times during their 
occasional travels in Jordan. 

The explosion ripped through 
the right side of a curvy road cut- 
ting through hilly villages on the 
western outskirts of the capital, 
Amman. The blast left a large hole 
about 3 feet deep and damaged a 
highway guardrail. 

Jordanian forensic officers were 
inspecting the site of the attack, a 
security official said. The area is

D.C. Judge 
Nixes Gay 
Marriage 
Referendum 

Washington 

A District of Columbia judge has 
thrown out a lawsuit by opponents 
of gay marriage against the city’s 
elections board. 

The plaintiffs, led by Mary- 
land pastor Bishop Harry Jack- 
son, sued after the Board of Elec- 
tions and Ethics refused to put their 
initiative on the ballot. The mea- 
sure would have defined marriage 
as between a man and a woman. 
The board ruled that it violated the 
city’s Human Rights Act. 

D.C. Superior Court Judge Judith 
N. Macaluso ruled in favor of the 
city Thursday. She said the board 
was right to turn down the ini- 
tiative because it would, in effect, 
authorize discrimination, which 
violates the Human Rights Act. 

Last year, gay marriage oppo- 
nents lost a lawsuit on a similar 
ballot initiative for the same rea- 
son.

A Desperate 
Time in Haiti 


Disorder slows the 
global effort to get 
relief to survivors 
of Tuesday’s quake 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

Doctors and search dogs, troops and res- 
cue teams flew to this devastated land of 
dazed, dead and dying people Thursday, 
finding bottlenecks everywhere, beginning 
at a main airport short on jet fuel and ramp 
space and without a control tower. 

The international Red Cross estimat- 
ed 45,000 to 50,000 people were killed in 
Tuesday’s cataclysmic earthquake, based 
on information from the Haitian Red Cross 
and government officials. Worries mount- 
ed, meanwhile, about food and water for 
the survivors. 

From Virginia to China, a handful of 
rescue teams were able to get down to 
work, scouring the rubble for survivors. 
The silence of the dead was overwhelming 
in a city where uncounted bodies littered 
the streets, and dust- caked arms and legs 
reached, frozen and lifeless, from the ruins. 
Outside the General Hospital morgue, hun- 
dreds of collected corpses blanketed the 
parking lot, as the grief-stricken searched 
for loved ones. Brazilian U.N. peacekeep- 
ers, key to city security, were trying to orga- 
nize mass burials. 

From Europe, Asia and the Americas, gov- 
ernments, the U.N. and private aid groups 
were sending planeloads of high-energy bis- 
cuits and other food, tents, blankets, water- 


purification gear, heavy equipment for remov- 
ing debris, helicopters and other transport, 
and teams of hundreds of search-and-rescue, 
medical and other specialists. 

But two days after much of this ramshack- 
le city was shattered, the global helping hand 
was slowed by the poor roads, airport and 
seaport of a wretchedly poor nation. 

About 60 aid flights had arrived by mid- 
day Thursday, but they then had to contend 
with the chokepoint of an overloaded Tons- 


A ‘Small Miracle’

saint L’Ouverture International Airport. At 
midday, the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion said it was temporarily halting all civil- 
ian flights from the U.S. at Haiti’s request, 
because the airport was jammed and jet fuel 
was limited for return flights. 

Those that did land then had to navigate 
Haiti’s inadequate roads, sometimes blocked 
by debris or by quake survivors looking for 
safe open areas as aftershocks still rumbled 
through the city. The U.N. World Food Pro- 
gram said the quake-damaged seaport made 
ship deliveries of aid impossible. Looting 
added to the concerns. 

“We are all alone,” Jules Hector, an older 
Haitian, told The Washington Post. “We can- 
not make contact with anyone — even peo- 
ple in other parts of Haiti.” (ap)

Obama Orders Aid Effort 
Of Historic Proportions 


Washington 

President Obama and the U.S. 
moved to take charge in earth- 
quake-ravaged Haiti on Thursday, 
dispatching thousands of troops 
along with tons of aid to try to keep 
order and to rescue the suffering 
in a country dysfunctional in the 
best of times. 

Tested by the first large-scale 
humanitarian disaster of his presi- 
dency, Obama ordered a relief effort 
of historic proportions despite the 
deep strains it was sure to put on 
both the U.S. budget and on mili- 
tary forces who are already fight- 
ing two wars. He pledged an initial 
$100 million — with the likelihood 
of more later. 

Obama announced that “the 
first waves” of the American 
response were in place Thurs- 
day, with two search-and-rescue 
teams on the ground. Coast Guard 
cutters in port, the U.S. Southern 
Command in control of the airport 
and airlifts bringing in urgently 
needed supplies and ferrying out 
the injured. 

But the chief emphasis out of

Washington was the huge amount 
of U.S. help that was still on the 
way — about a half-dozen ships 
and 5,500 troops making their 
way across the Caribbean. 

Obama himself warned it would 
take hours, “and, in many cases, 
days,” to get the full U.S. contin- 
gent to Haiti. 

“None of this will seem quick 
enough if you have a loved one 
who’s trapped, if you’re sleeping on 
the streets, if you can’t feed your 
children,” Obama said. “So, today, 
you must know that help is arriv- 
ing. Much, much more help is on 
the way.”

Arenas Hit With Felony Charge 


Wizards guard faces 
up to five years in jail 
for gun possession 


The Wizards 

Washington Wizards guard Gilbert 
Arenas was charged Thursday with 
felony gun possession, a crime that 
carries a maximum of five years in 
jail and a fine, authorities said. The 
charge was filed Thursday after- 
noon by the U.S. Attorney’s Office 
for the District of Columbia. 

Arenas’ attorney and prosecu- 
tors had been negotiating a plea 
deal during the day and it was not 
immediately clear whether the fil- 
ing of charges was a part of the 
deal. Court officials said they had 
been told to prepare to have Arenas 
in Superior Court on Friday. 

The U.S. Attorney’s Office 
alleged that on Dec. 21, Arenas “did 
carry, openly and concealed on or 
about his person, in a place other 
than his dwelling place, place of 
business or on other land possessed

by him, a pistol, without license 
issued pursuant to law.” 

The guns became an issue after 
Arenas and teammate Javaris Crit- 
tenton got into an argument after 
a card game and Crittenton alleg- 
edly said he should shoot Arenas 
in his surgically repaired left knee, 
sources have said. Days later on 
Dec. 21, at Verizon Center, Arenas 
placed the guns on a chair next to 
Crittenton’s locker with a note that 
said “pick one.” 

A grand jury began hearing tes- 
timony in the case on Jan. 5. But 
Thursday’s charge came directly 
from prosecutors and was not part 
of a formal indictment. 

Also Thursday, Washington and 
Arlington police searched Critten- 
ton’s home looking for the gun he 
reportedly used in the locker room 
confrontation with Arenas, accord- 
ing to sources familiar with the 
investigation and court papers. 
Police did not find the gun at his 
Arlington home, Crittenton’s law- 
yer and the court papers said, keith

Oslo in December 2007. 

Perkins chose to return to MLS 
after two years with Valerenga that 
included a Norwegian Cup tri- 
umph in 2008. Philadelphia was 
first in line to bid for his servic- 
es according to MLS’ complicat- 
ed allocation process but appears 


set in goal with former Maryland 
star Chris Seitz. 

D.C.’s situation in net was far 
more complicated, with neither 
Josh Wicks nor Milos Kocic doing 
enough last season to cement the 
starting job. Now in exchange for

United can 
field a player who, at 28 and enter- 
ing the prime of his career, is con- 
sidered to have a very good shot at 
being the third goalie on the U.S. 
national team’s World Cup roster 


this summer. 

“To be able to raise a family in 
the States and to be back in the 
black and red, it’s more than just a 
feeling. It’s something deep in the 
heart and the soul. D.C. United is 
where things began and where I 
belong,” Perkins said. 

CM Dave Kasper said signing 
Perkins was a “priority of ours this 
off-season” and that the 2006 MLS 
goalkeeper of the year “will bring 
us leadership both on the field 
and in the locker room.” United’s 
defense often lacked that quali- 
ty in 2009.

GARDEN GURU, HOST OF "THE OUTDOOR ROOM" 


Aussie-born, L.A.-dwelling land- 
scape architect Jamie Durie doesn’t 
just create backyards. He makes 
alfresco dream rooms: Japanese- 
style retreats with burbling foun- 
tains, “Are-we-in-South-Beach?” 
poolscapes with slinky sofas and 
slinkier cabanas. The host of PBS’ 
“The Victory Garden” (check list- 
ings) and outdoor pro on “Oprah” 
just launched an HGTV show, “The 
Outdoor Room” (Fri., 10 p.m.), 
which follows him planting green 
spaces around the world. 

Travel inspires many of your 
landscapes, doesn’t it? 

I like going to age-old places like 
Ethiopia, where I am now. You can 
learn a lot from a nation like this, 
where people speak so many lan- 
guages and the architecture is so 
different from our own. 


Any f ave places that you like to 
re-create in people’s backyards? 

I lean toward tropical or Med-style 
climates, since those cultures are 
always good at making the most of 
their outdoor spaces. Their archi- 
tecture is very good at bridging the 
gap between outdoors and in. 

You talk about doing outdoor 
rooms. How is that different 
from, say, having a great deck? 

It’s about trying to do the sort of 
things you do indoors outdoors, 
like putting in heated floors on a 
patio or a pizza oven on the ter- 
race. Think of your backyard as 
an outdoor living room or lounge, 
an extension of your house. 

What’s the most unusual item 
you put in for folks on the show? 

For one couple in L.A., we put a 


gorgeous claw-foot bathtub in 
their yard. It’s both private and 
open to the sky, so they can take 
moonlit soaks. 

What’s your own backyard like? 

I live in L.A., so there’s so much 
I can do. I’m getting really into 
native plants and drought-resis- 
tant palms.

How should I choose my outdoor 
furniture? 

Don’t just think about a dining 
table and chairs. Think lounge 
chairs or coffee tables. Shop your 
house, and, if you’ve got a space 
that isn’t getting rained on, put a 
lamp or mirror on your deck. You’re 
telling people you want them to 
feel comfortable and spend some 
time there. And if you buy wood- 
en furniture, make sure it’s from 
sustainable materials. 

What about people with very 
small outdoor spaces, like balco- 
nies? What can they plant? 

I like to fill planters with tall 
ornamental grasses that don’t get 
clipped. It maximizes the space and 
creates almost a screen effect. 

What’s the key to finding plants 
that look good but don’t die? 

Go to the garden center and 
research what’s native in your 
region. Those plants will require 
the least amount of effort to thrive. 
If you become an exotic gardener 
with plants that need more water 
and support, that’s like pushing 
crap uphill, as we say back home.

Binge 

Get more fashion bang for your 
sales-season buck with the inside 
scoop on internet discounts, chain 
stores with cheap scores and 
expert advice on separating the 
good deals from the bad buys 


To some shoppers, a store sporting a 
“sale” sign resembles a fashion Disneyland, a 
magical place where dreams — of the “75 per- 
cent off Diane von Furstenberg dress” vari- 
ety — can come true. Still, visions of clearance 
racks (and deep post-holiday or post-season 
discounts) have caused more than one deal- 
seeker to go home with items that’d make 
even Snow White look hideous. (Too small, 
Grinch-green cashmere sweater, why did we 
fall for you, even for $15?) “Don’t buy any- 
thing on sale that you wouldn’t pay full price 
for,” says Kathryn Finney, who blogs about 


getting the most for your retail dollars at The- 
budgetfashionista.com. “We see 50 to 70 per- 
cent off signs, and they’re like red meat,” says 
Lisa Freeman, editor in chief of ShopSmart, a 
magazine devoted to bargain strategies. 

Unlike last winter, with its rock-bot- 
tom deals (Manolos for $100!), this season, 
you won’t find Great Depression-like pric- 
es. Prudent retailers simply didn’t order as 
much merch, so there’s less inventory to dis- 
count. “The deals are not as stunning as last 
year,” says Alexandria personal shopper Kath- 
ryn Martin (kmartinpersonalshopper@gmail. 
com). “Now, 30 percent off is good.” In a way, 
this may make you a savvier shopper, she 
thinks. “Remind yourself of past things you’ve 
bought on sale that seemed good in the heat of 
the moment but that you never wore.” 

Newer, techy ways to comparison shop 
might compensate for the lack of Crazy Eddie- 
low tags. “Many stores have coupons online 
or discounts if you sign up for their e-newslet- 
ters,” Freeman says. “Shame on you if you don’t 
check Macys.com before heading to the mall.” 
This season’s true must-have accessory — your 
iPhone or BlackBerry — can also help you 
check whether you’re getting the lowest possi- 
ble price on, say, a dreamy pair of Loeffler Ran- 
dall booties. Try Frucall.com, Shopstyle.com or 
an old-fashioned Google search before you buy. 

Among the joys of sales: landing some- 
thing unusual for less than usual, which 
means you may need to stalk your prey. “If 
you’ve already window-shopped something at 
full price, you’ll know what you want before 
it goes on sale,” Martin says. Think of this as 
retail recon, so you can pounce on that boho 
Trina Turk dress as soon as the price drops.

“The Lovely Bones” is anything 
but. Peter Jackson’s movie, based on 
the best-selling Alice Sebold novel, 
flagrantly disobeys the first law of 
adaptation and, indeed, of film- 
making in general: Get the tone 
right. And tone is the first thing 
sacrificed in this shapeless, over- 
long, mawkishly muddled pop-up 
illustration of a movie. 

Part coming-of-age movie, 
part domestic melodrama, part 


thriller and part magical realist 
meditation on death, “The Love- 
ly Bones” reaches desperately for 
style — inspired by everything 
from “Twilight” and “The Tele- 
tubbies” to bad 1970s van art — 
and in the process drops all pre- 
tense of substance. 

That protagonist is Susie Salm- 
on (Saoirse Ronan), who in a voice- 
over narration explains that she 
was murdered in 1973 at age 14 by 
a neighbor. Although Jackson (“The 
Lord of the Rings”) is far too canny 
a showman to miss a chance for 
gruesome exploitation, an impulse 
he indulges in agonizing sequences 
just before and just after the crime, 
most of “The Lovely Bones” tran- 
spires while Susie is in “the in- 


between,” a candy-colored no-man’s- 
land between heaven and Earth, 
where she watches her murderer 
(Stanley Tucci) hide in plain sight 
and her father (Mark Wahlberg) go 
mad with unresolved grief 

Jackson’s fans have been won- 
dering how he would deploy the 
special effects he’s known for in 
the service of a story that has one 
foot in the supernatural and one in 
grounded realism. The answer is: 
awkwardly and without subtlety. 

The two best performances 
in “The Lovely Bones” belong to 
Ronan, whose translucent blue 
eyes give her an appropriately oth- 
erworldly beauty, and Tucci, nearly 
unrecognizable under a sandy mus- 
tache and wire-rimmed glasses. But

even these sturdy actors can’t bring 
focus to a film that never decides 
what it wants to be. 

As “The Lovely Bones” lurch- 
es toward its eventual conclusion, 
the viewer’s befuddlement is like- 
ly to give way to anger, when the 
whole point of the movie seems to 
be for Susie not to miss her first 
sexual experience. And anger gives 
way to outright rage when, in the 
film’s most breathtakingly awful 
sequence, she meets her fellow 
murder victims in a golden nim- 
bus of morbid sisterhood. 

It’s a ghastly moment, and con- 
sidering the wild shifts that have 
gone before, completely unearned. 
The movie feels like a juggernaut 
of literary pretension and cinemat- 
ic overreach, run fatally aground.

Teddy Pendergrass,

Obituary 

Teddy Pendergrass, the R&B star 
who spent the last three decades 
of his life in a wheelchair, has died. 
He was 59. 

Pendergrass died Wednesday in 
Philadelphia, his son Teddy Pend- 


ergrass II said. He had surgery for 
colon cancer eight months ago. 

In the 1970s, the star became 
a sex symbol whose velvet voice 
drove songs such as “Close the 
Door” in 1978 and “Love T.K.O.” 
in 1980. Both singles reached 
No. 1 on the U.S. R&B charts. 

His soulful voice also led hits 
by Harold Melvin & the Blue Notes 
including “If You Don’t Know Me 
by Now,” another No. 1 from 1972: 
It sold 2 million copies. Fans in the

1970s called him “the black Elvis” 
and “Teddy Bear.” 

Pendergrass had five-straight 
platinum albums. Then, in 1982, 
the brakes failed on his Rolls-Royce 
and the car rammed a tree. 

Pendergrass said he spent years 
wondering how his life would have 
turned out without the car accident 
— until he realized it was best to use 
his experience to help others, not 
to ponder “what might have been.”

The film — 
abouta rich, neurotic NewYorkwoman, 
Anna (Amy Adams), who falls for a surly 
rube en route to a romantic rendezvous 
with her jerk boyfriend — is a retread 
of just about every rom-com cliche 
ever turned. After a series of credulity- 
straining mishaps Anna finds herself in 
the middle of nowhere in Ireland, chauf- 
feured toward her destination by a coun- 
trified cabbie named Declan (Matthew 
Goode), sporting a scruffy beard and a 
fake-sounding brogue, (mo) 

NINE (PG-13, 120 MINUTES) Nine 
bounces into theaters as a bright, shiny 
bauble of cinematic self-reference and 
mythologizing, begging so insistently 
to be loved that it winds up pushing the 
audience away. “Nine" is about Guido 
Contini (Daniel Day-Lewis), a legendary 
Italian filmmaker who in 1965, on the eve 
of directing his latest picture, finds him- 
self creatively blocked and preoccupied 
with the women in his life, madonnas 
and whores alike. An insurmountable 
flaw of “Nine" is that it asks viewers so 
blithely to identify with a protagonist 
whose overwhelming ego, insecurity and 
selfishnessthey’re meantto confuse with 
artistic genius. (AH) 

SHERLOCK HOLMES (PG 13, 125 min 

utes) Directed by Guy Ritchie (“Rockn- 
Rolla") and starring Robert Downey Jr., 
the newest contribution to the world 
of Arthur Conan Doyle spin-offs is less 
a product of genuinely Holmesian DNA 
than, say, “Se7en.’’ There’s black magic 


here, too; Lord Blackwood (MarkStrong) 
— who has been going around London 
dispensing with people in ritualistic, oc- 
cult executions — has apparently risen 
from the dead. In the plus column is 
Downey’s performance. The actor gets 
one important thing just right. That’s a 
sense of Holmes as a brilliant misfit, a 
kind of autistic savant who hears, sees 
and remembers everything. There’s 


nothing terribly wrong with Jude Law’s 
performanceas Holmes’s right-hand man, 
though he’s considerably less stuffy than 
traditionally portrayed, (mo) 

YOUTH IN REVOLT (R, 90 minutes)This 
coming-of-age sex comedy finds Michael 
Cera stuck in his same wispy, doe-eyed 
groove. Even Gera’s biggest fans have 
to admit he has become something of a 
Johnny One-Note. In Miguel Arteta’sadap- 


tation of the C.D. Payne novel, audiences 
are still supposed to buy the 21-year-old 
Cera as high schoolstudent NickTwisp, 
who lives in sex-obsessed misery with 
his divorced mother and her succession 
of loser boyfriends. When Nick meets 
the disquietingly frank Sheeni Saun- 
ders (Portia Doubleday) during a family 
getaway at a trailer park in California, 
he decides to do whatever it takes to be 


with her— a vow that will entail random 
acts of theft, arson, dorm-rule violations 
and cross-dressing.
